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REVENEWS

Ole Bill’s in a foul mood this 
ayem, and if you don’t want to get 
your ears pinned back, you’d better 
not cross him. Why this dark blue 
disposition? Well, kiddies—primarily 
because he has just begun to suspect 
that he's been.taking a jerking ar- 
ound in the past. And to add insult 
to injury, he is going to take AN- 
OTHER jerking around in the future 
if events turn out as the CRS pre- 


dicts in its current (March) Bul- 
letin. | 

William F. G. Stamp (F.G. for 
“Fall Guy") has often wondered 


mildly—even as he was digging into 
his jeans for coin of the realm—why 
it was that certain of our stamp deal- 
ers were setting such terrifically 
high values on current surcharged 
excise stamps. Like, for instance, the 
14c оп 50c being offered at $.75; the 
28c on 12c at $.90, etc. He always had 
a dull suspicion that somehow, 
somewhere, these gimmicks should 
be available at or near face value. 

So What? So now comes notice 
through the watchfu] CRS that there 
ARE available through official 
éhannels not only current excises at 
face value, but also scads upon scads 
of obsolete issues! Not only can the 
two stamps above be purchased for 
14c and 28c respectively, . but col- 
lectors can also buy such previously 
acknowledged rarities as the 3c blue 
“Two-Leaf” excise booklet for 25c, 
and the four and eight pane King 
George 2c brown War Tax. booklets 
at $.50 and $1.00, face value! 

The jerking around? Well, pals, 
it just happens that Ole Bill plunked 
out $3.50 for his 8c Two-Leaf Excise 
booklet; and $5.00 for his War Tax 
booklet of four panes, and $7.50 for 
the booklet of eight panes! Further- 
more, he received a quotation a year 
ago from an outstanding Canadian 
dealer of $5.00, $7.50 and $13.50 
respectively on these books: And on 
the basis of such evaluations, Ole 
Bill has bought and sold stamps of 
these obsolete issues at what NOW 
turn out to be inflation prices! 


POPULAR STAMPS 
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Now, one of two things is wrong 
here. Either certain smartsters have 
known about this source of obsolete 
revenue material for a long, long 
time, and have been diddling the 
General Public (including Ole Bill) 
with their fanciful quotations, OR 
the Canadian Government is making 
a serious mistake in making  avail- 
able at this late date stamps which 
were current and common in 1915. 

The first may be, and probably is, 
true. The second IS true beyond the 
shadow of doubt. The CRS reports, 
“Tt is rumored that the Excise Div- 
ision of the Department of National 
Revenue is thinking of setting up a 
philatelic branch in Ottawa, where 
current and perhaps some obsolete 
Canadian revenues can be bought.” 
In another section, it goes on to list 
a total of no less than 37 such ob- 
solete issues now available to the 
publie at face! Scanning the list 
quickly, Ole Bill notes items which 
will be made available at as little as 
1/20th of retail selling prices! 

This is bad! We al] know stamp- 
collecting should not be а spec- 
ulation. But at the same time, stamp- 


collectors do not like to see their 
small invesments wiped out by a 
glut of official releases. We—you 


and I and the other guy— paid good, 
hard dollars for our obsolete reven- 
ues. We're going to feel like suckers 
if our next door neighbor gets the 
same stamps at face! 

So, please, Mr. Excise Division of 
the DNR—if you happen to read this 
plaint, won't you play ball with us 


when you Open your philatelic 
branch? Sell us the NEW issues; 
yes! all sorts of NEW зё раё 


destroy those old ones officially so 
we'll know where we stand! Aren't 
we going to look silly, publishing a 
catalogue wherein it states the val- 
ue of a stamp to be $1.50———when it 
сап still be bought for 13c at your 
agency.

Here's an explanation from  Rev- 
enewsboy Piggott, concerning the 
questioned “IN PRIZE” Supreme 
Court -Law. Stamps. Mr. Piggott 
quotes a letter from official sources

Says in part, “I have tracked down

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our Federal Law Stamps. These were 
issued by this Department to the Ex- 
chequer Court of Canada in mint 
condition; the Court after receipt had 
a rubber stamp prepared and the 
words “IN PRIZE" surcharged or 
overprinted on the face. This was 
under the authority of an Order in 
Council which legalized the proced- 
ure, and the Order was dated October 
1st, 1914. This definitely establishes 
the fact that the Law Stamps sur- 
charged “IN PRIZE” are genuine, 
and were officially issued.” 


So much for that. You can put ’em 
back in your catalogue now, Dr. 
Holmes! And you can stop worrying 
about their legal status, Kenburke! 

Lots of other news. The CRS cat- 
alogue is whipping into shape— 
Marks and Holmes are both readying 
revised editions—there are feasts in 
store for the revenue collectors. So 
lick your gummy little philatelic 
chops, chilluns, and wait for the new 
catalogues. They’ll heave a couple of 
unexpected surprises at you, Ole Bill 
happens to know. 

That’s all for now. See yez later!

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TORONTO. POSTAL HISTORY 


by B. K. DENTON 
President Toronto Stamp Collectors’ Club 


(Note:—In a recent issue of this 
journal, information was requested 
on the history of Toronto, insofar as 
it relates to the post office of that 
name. Mr. Denton, the esteemed 
head of the Toronto Stamp Collect- 
ors’ Club responded in a manner that 
might be expected and in the belief 
that readers will be interested in the 
philatelic history of Toronto, the 
data is herewith presented.—Harry 
M. Konwiser). 

The present city of Toronto was 
listed as York, prior to May 1834. 
Smith’s History of the Post Office in 
British North America states York 
was established as a post office in 
1779, with Wm. Willcocks as post- 
master. The Quebec Almanac for 
1802 lists York as a new post office 
in that edition, with D. McLean as 
postmaster. (The Quebec Almanac 
was printed by the King’s Printer in 
Quebec City). 

There is on record in a newspaper 
of this (1802) date a public notice 
given by Wm. Willcocks that he was 
no longer handling mail as the gov- 
ernment would not supply even fuel 
to keep the post office warm; во 
Willeocks may have been an unoffic- 
jal postmaster. 

The Quebec Almanac lists Me- 
Lean as Postmaster until 1805, at 
which time Wm. Allen took over, 
holding on to the job until 1828. His 
successor was J. S. Howard, who held 
office until relieved of his duties in 
December, 1837. Charged with sym- 
pathies for the rebels in the Rebel- 
lion of 1837 (actually he made the 
mistake of being neutral according 
to orders from the Deputy Postmast- 
er General at Quebec). He was suc- 
ceeded by Chas. Berezy, who for 
some years had been a travelling in- 
spector of post offices in Upper Can- 
ada. ; 
Port Hope, 63 miles east of Tor- 
onto was originally named Smith’s 
Creek, and the post office there ‘bore 
that name until the citizens, in early 
part of 1818, decided to give it a 
more stately name. Two names were 
proposed—Toronto and Port Hope— 
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- two Toronto offices, one as 
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and Toronto was adopted by the post 


office and continued in use until 
1820. There were substantial fac- 
tions supporting each name but 


Port Hope was finally adopted. The 
Post Office lists for 1821 use Port 
Hope. (This change of names ex- 
plains the 1819 Straight Line town 
postmark of Toronto, and it must be 
rated as a scarce marking). 

Toronto was opened as a post of- 
fice in 1826. This office was about 
12 miles from York (now Toronto) 
on the Dundas highway just west of 
river. This office was closed in 1836, 
but in this year the Almanacs list 
“Tor- 
onto” and the other as “City of Tor- 
onto”. (York became the City of 
Toronto in 1884). 

Тһе mai] handled by this office 
was, on its closing, given to Stanley’s 
Mills, a post office a few miles north 
and west. (Mr. Denton has а letter 
posted in this Toronto in 1829, signed 
by Postmaster Jos. Carter.—K.M.K). 

As to York, this place is located 
on the Grand River, south of Brant- 
ford and became a post office in 
1836 (two years after the other York 
became Toronto). This is the place 
Mr. Frank W. Campbell means when 
he writes of a “York near Hamil- 
ton.” 

I have a postmarked letter from 
this place, 1838 dated, signed by the 
postmaster. 

This, I think, pretty well covers 
the York-Toronto mix-up in nomen- 
clature.

Will Preserve Old Post Office 


. Heeding the plea of the Manitoba 
Historical Society, Winnipeg city 
council at a recent meeting decided 
to preserve Winnipeg’s first post of- 
fice—A tiny log building near the 
foot of Market street, that city. ` 

The following data is taken from 
the Winnipeg: Free Press of Febru- 
ary 28th, reporting the meeting. Hist- 
ory of the building was given to the 
council by Ex-alderman Douglas. 

It was exactly 90 years ago F'eb- 
ruary 28, 1855, that the governor and 


council of Assiniboia met in the Red . 


River settlement and authorized the 
creation of the first post office in 
what is now Canada west. of the 
Great Lakes, he said. The postmaster 
they appointed was William, the son 
of Sheriff Alexander Ross, and the 
post office was set up in his new 
house. This is where the house still 
stands today. 

It isa little one-storey wooden 
building, standing deserted in the 
‘shadow of ‘tall factories, at “Ше. foot 
of Market street. Its. walls, built in 
the pioneer style of squared logs 
set between uprights, are now hidden 
‘by clapboards. Its roof, once of 
thatch, or of hand-split shakes, is 
now covered with corrugated iron. 
To the passerby, it is just another 
old shack. Yet its historic associ- 


.. м 


ations are many, and if it is destroy- 


ed, Winnipeg will lose an irreplace- 
able link with the days 


of the old 
Red River settlement from which the 
city grew. 

William Ross started to build the 
house in 1852, at the east end of his 
long, narrow farm. This farm extend- 
ed two miles back from the river, 
and it included the land on which the 
Winnipeg city hall now stands. The 
farm adjoining on the north was 
owned by his father, the sheriff, and 
the two together formed part of the 
land deeded to Alexander Ross by 
Governor Simpson in 1825. Before 
that, the land had been part of the 
Selkirk settlers’ Hayfield farm, out- 
side the palisades of Fort Douglas. 
The building of the house was delay- 
ed by the great flood of 1852, but it 
was completed the following year. 

For the first year it was open, the 
new post office handled 2,437 papers, 
2,821 letters and 580 parcels. The 
postmaster received five pounds for 


his year’s salary, while the mail car- 


rier, Roger 
135, 4d. | ( 

The year following the creation of 
the post office, William Ross died. 
Three years later, a younger brother, 
James, took over the position of post- 
master. William’s widow married 


Goulet, received £16, 
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William Coldwell, joint proprietor of 
the settlement’s first newspaper, the 
celebrated Nor’wester, and together 
they occupied the old house for many 
years. They called it Brookbank, evi- 
dently because it stood on the bank 
of the brook which flowed into the 
river from the vicinity of the pres- 
ent city hall. 

Note:—The little house stands on 
city-owned property which has been 
sold for the erection of a large ware- 
house. The historic little building 
therefore has to be moved to a site 
yet to be decided. 


WESTERN POSTAL HISTORY 
HIGHLIGHTS 


Mr. James Smith, former  Post- 
master of Moose Jaw, told about an 
unique experience of his in 1913 
when our Parcel Post rates were 
under consideration. At that time, 
there were long stage routes in B.C. 
from Ashcroft to Fort George. 
Heavy stages and six horses had to 


be used because all kinds of roads 
were encountered. Shortly after 
word eame out that Prince Rupert 


had been chosen as the western ter- 
minus of the C.P.R., a great influx 
of settlers entered that district and 
increased the amount of mail the 
carriers had to carry. 

There was at that time a set rate 
—65 lbs. of grain could be sent in for 
21с. Now there were hundreds of 
teamsters teaming up that road at 
rates running up to 20c per lb. and 
these teamsters found that they 
could make money by sending their 
oats by mail and load up with other 
freight. The consequence was that 
oats bought in town was sent in by 
mail and the contractors had to 
carry them. They were carrying 1 or 
2 stage loads of mail and 5 or 6 stage 
loads of oates.—J. F. Wilsdon. 


PROOFS AND 3p IMPERFS IN YUILE 
CANADA SALE 


А rare Canada booklet pane—the 2c 
carmine of 1898-1902, mint, cataloguing 
$85—sold for $112, which is (believed to 
be a record, at the dispersal of the J. 
Watson Yuile Canada collection March 
6-7 by Н. R. Harmer, Inc., 32 E. 57th St., 
New York City. 

The entire sale realized $11,850. Several 
proofs brought high prices, and the out- 


standing copies of the three-pence im- 
perf. commanded two and three times 
catalogue. 

A 'bid of $160 took the ex-Jarrett com- 
bination cover which is illustrated in Jar- 
rett’s handbook, page 13. This cover has 
a Canada #1 and U.S. #33 and travelled 
from Boston to Toronto in 1852, collect- 
ing interesting postal markings. 

A superb used corner margin copy of 
the 1851 Зр vermillion (catalogue $17.50) 
went for $38, and a very fine used pair 
(catalogue $35) for $55. A proof of this 
stamp brought $13. Of the same issue, 
three used copies of the 6p, in various 
shades \(cataloguing $35) sold for $50, $46 
and $45. 

A "Specimen" proof of the 12р black 
was bid to $52, and a die proof of the 
same stamp in vermillion, from the un- 
finished die, brought $76. A chocolate die 
proof from the same unfinished die, to- 
gether with the 10c 1859, printed on the 
same piece of bond paper, realized $155. 

Among the later printings of the 3p 
imperf., a piece with six of the 1852 red 
‘browns, (vertical strip of three, vertical 
pair and a single) made $82 (cataloguing 
$36 as singles). A used corner margin 
copy of the 1854 Indian red 3 p, showing 
re-entry, ‘brought .$44. One оп cover 
(without re-entry), showing a clear Mel- 
bourne, LJC., town postmark, sold for $86. 
In the 1857 red brown printing, a strip of 
three 3p, tied to piece, brought $65, and 
the same stamp on cover with red “City 
of Ottawa Paid" postmark fetched $48. 

Used copies of the 1858 6p realized $47 
and $41 (catalogue $35). А very fine 
mint 10p blue of 1855 on thin wove, 
made $250, and the same stamp used, on 
thick opaque paper with scratch or 
cracked plate, brought $58. 

Of the 1857 issue, die proofs of the 15р 
went for $56 and $34, and a rare unfinish- 
ed die proof of the 7144p for $140. A used 
6p dull violet was knocked down at $95. 

Copies of the 26 printings of the 10c 
1859 sold for $110, and mint blocks of 
eight of the 10c red violet (#17) and the 
1215c blue green realized $200 and $150. 
Used block of four and of six of the 17c 
(#19) fetched $62 апа $75. A rare used 
block of five of the 17c slate blue (72192) 
sold for $125, and a 17с ‘bright blue 
proof, block of four, made $48. 

A superb copy of the rare 1868 laid 
paper ilc, deep shade, brought $95. Two 
used copies, with re-entries, of the бс 
red brown, 1870-90 small ''Cents" issue, 
made $50. A mint block of six of the 8c 
blue registration stamp fetched $108 
(catalogue $72 as singles).

Overprinting of Stamps 
by Frederic Gauthier 


This subject was recently discuss- 
ed in the pages of a contemporary 
journal, but it is unfortunate that the 
author left several points unsettled, 
and erred in dealing with others. He 
commenced by stating that “Actual- 
ly, a stamp with a surcharge is a 
stamp sold at an amount higher than 
the face value.” More properly, it 
should be said that а  surcharged 
starp is sold at an amount differing 
from its original face value. 


Although the article was entitled 
“Overprints and  Surcharges", the 
distinction between the two was not 
clarified. Although *surcharged" 
stamps are indeed “overprinted”, in 
philatelic parlance a surcharged 
stamp is one the original face val- 
ue of which has been altered by ov- 
erprinting; ап  overprinted stamp 
carries .some supplementary text or 
design, perhaps changing its original 
purpose, perhaps of a  commemor- 
ative nature, perhaps for occupation- 
al use, etc, but without change of 
value. 

Admittedly the word “surcharge” 
is an unfortunate choice. A  semi- 
postal stamp includes a surcharge, 
but it is not а surcharged stamp. 
Moreover, surcharge means an ad- 
dition, whereas we have no distinct- 
ive term for stamps reduced from 
their original value, as for example, 
the 2e on 3c “surcharges” of 1899. 
It would, indeed, be preferable to 
refer to stamps reduced in value as 
“undercharged”, and to stamps in- 
creased as “overcharged”. 

It is perhaps a question whether 
the 2c plus 1с stamps of 1916 should 
be listed as War Tax stamps, or 
Semi-Postal Stamps. It is true that 
the 1с Tax was included in the in- 
creased postal rate, the tax being 
shown in the design as а sort of 
promise that this wartime measure 
would not be lost sight of, and would 
be withdrawn at the termination of 
hostilities, but many  semi-postals 
were and are of an obligatory nature 
under thé postal laws of the issuing 
country. TE 

The author, apparently having lit- 
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tle knowledge of U. S. A. stamps, 
refers to the Kansas and Nebraska 
overprints as “а sort of essay." Of 
course, nothing could be further 
from the truth. Essays relate to re- 
jected or unaccepted designs; the 
aforesaid overprints were applied to 
valid postage stamps current at the 
time, and with or without the over- 
print, the stamps were and still are 
entirely valid for postage. 

As a matter of fact, the Kansas 
and Nebraska overprints were the 
result of a trial to overcome thefts, 


it being thought that if any large 
quantities of stamps were stolen 
from post offices in those states, 


and were offered to stamp brokers 
in other states, their suspicions 
would be aroused. The overprints in 
this instance were intended to dis- 
close the area in which the stamps 
were purchased; if classed as “еѕ- 
says” they would have to be removed 
from the catalog, as would all the 
many Chinese district overprints, 
which limited the territory within 
which the stamps could be  used— 
though it should be understood that 
the Kansas and Nebraska overprints 
could be put on mail posted in other 
states. 

To carry the analogy further; if 
stamps limited in space are to be 
classed as essays, then stamps lim- 
ited in time must be similarly treat- 
ed, and we must throw out all the 
*Habilitado" and dated overprints so 
profusely issued in certain  Latin- 
American jurisdictions. 


GRAND RIVER VALLEY CLUB 


The meeting of the Grand River Valley 
Philatelic Association was held at Galt, 
Ont., on Tuesday, February 19th, with the 
best attendance of the year. Members were 
present from Galt, Brantford, Paris, Kit- 
cheney and Waterloo. The debate ‘Resol- 
ved that philatelic investment is a greater 
incentive to collecting than philatelic 
pleasure", was held during the evening. 
The affirmative was taken by the Brant- 
ford club, by Miss Mae Hanselman. Mr. С. 
Theobalds and Mr. E. Medhurst. The neg- 
ative side was taken by the Galt club with 
Messrs. C. M. Bryams, Н. Cant and J. 
Fraser as contestants. The judges gave the 
verdict to the affirmative side, although 
there was only a differenec of five points. 
Kitchener was to have debated against the 
winners at the March meeting, but hon- 
ourably defaulted, and the Brantford 
team is, therefore, declared winners for

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Our Royal 
Canadian 
Mounties

There are always great stories be- 
hind the many ‘Canadian Stamps; 


stories of the deeds of great men for 
a great country; stories of which we, 
as Canadians can justly be proud. The 
story of our last issue, the War Issue, 
is still being written by our gallant 
sons all over the globe, and as those 
of the past, will again be one which 
we Canadians can look back троп 
with pride and reverence; а story 
which Canadians will never forget. 
Nevertheless, there is no story in 
(Canadian history which is more rom- 
antic than that of the Royal Canad- 
ian Mounted Police, honoured on our 
10c stamp of the 1935 issue, and 
known the world over, because they 
“always get their тап”. This story, 
the bringing of law and order to our 
West, is one which І shall endeavour 
to bring to you in this short article, 
though their many brave and gallant 
deeds could fill books. This is the 
story of why this truly great force 
has been of such service, that it 
should be philatelically honoured by 
а country that doesn’t look for ex- 
cuses to issue postage stamps. 


The Royal Canadian Mounted Pol- 
ice. Force was organized 70 years 
ago. Before 1870, there was no 
trouble between the Indians and the 
British Fur Trading Companies, who 
wisely kept all liquor out of the In- 
dians hands. But after 1870, Ameri- 
can whiskey-traders moved up from 
the United States, and their influence 
threatened to ruin the Indians. Also, 
around this time, white men were be- 
ginning to settle in the West, and 
then came the railroads, and towns 





sprang up. Nevertheless, there was 
little trouble between the white men 
and the Indians, due to the just treat- 
ment they received from the’ Canadian 
government, and the law and order 
enforced by the Mounties. 


The Northwest Mounted Police 
Force was organizéd and sent out in 
1874. The reason that the Mounties' 
uniforms were red was, that a few 
years before, a British regiment was 
situated in the Red River District, 
and the Indians had begun to associ- 
ate the red uniform with the British 
soldiers, who had treaved them very 
decently. The whiskey-traders were 
quickly driven away, and the Indians 
soon learned that wherever the 
Mounties enforced the law, they could 
be sure of justice. In fact, the Mount- 
ies became such good friends with the 
Indians that, when three years after 
their arrival, a treaty was drawn up 
with the Indians, the Indians readily 
agreed to settlement. Soon after this, 
with the great calamity of the dis- 
appearance of the buffalo, the Mount- 
ies kept order among the Indians. 


When gold was discovered in the 
Yukon Territory in 1898, great num- 
bers of people rushed there, and along 
with the genuine miners went gamb- 
lers, and other bad characters. In the 
American towns through which the 
gold seekers passed, crime and dis- 
order were practically uncontrolled, 
In Yukon, however, the Mounties had 
been stationed there years before, 
and from the very beginning of the 
rush, they kept order, and it is 
doubted wheteher any murder occur-

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CANADIAN TOPICS 


BY PHIL ATTS. 
AUT SCISSORS AUT ANVIL 


Writings of а semi - philatelic 
nature by A. Stanley Deaville, Dir- 
ector of the Philatelic Agency of the 
Canadian Post Office Department, 
have often appeared in the “Canad- 
ian Geographical Journal”. The 
March, 1945, number contains an 
article entitled *Finnsen of the R.N. 
A.F."—the latter initials meaning 
the Royal Norwegian Air Force. It 
has to do particularly with the sub- 
ject appearing on the stamps issued 
early in 1948 by the Norwegian Gov- 
ernment in London. The R.N.AJF. is 
no stranger to residents of Toronto 
and the Muskoka area and the flier 
shown on the stamps is from a phot- 
ograph taken at Little Norway, Tor- 
onto. And just in passing there is an 
article in the same magazine called 
“The Rhine-Barrier of Destiny”: all 
of which goes to show how quickly 
history is moving along these days. 

A remarkable imperforate sheet of 
100 of the 10 cent brown red (41c) 
*Small Cent" comes up for sale at 
auction early this month in New 
York. The sheet is complete with all 
the marginal markings but without 
gum. 

With specimens, proofs and essays 
coming more to the fore, collectors 
should beware of the well-known 
New Brunswick “Connell” stamp. 
There are reprints of this famous 
subject which are hard to detect and 
come mostly imperforate although 
they exist perforated. This sub rosa 
perforating was done with great 
care and not every expert can tell 
the difference. The ink of the gen- 
uine Connell stamp is said to be the 
same as the first issue One Cent 
New Brunswick. 

Since І started these notes I have 
been to and from the environs of 
Mount Royal. My findings are based 
on a hasty survey. By now it seems 
like an old story, but the dealers 
there seemed to be more anxious to 
buy than to sell. Chris Goulden 
(Century Stamp Co.) seems to be 
well up on booklets and booklet 
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panes. Among other interesting top- 
ies, we discussed the relative quant- 
ities of English and French  print- 
ings. Maybe the exact quantities of 
these for the various booklets exist 
somewhere but I have never seen 
them and hardly expect to. 

Booklet and booklet pane prices 
should soon reach something of an 
even keel. The Toronto Stamp Col- 
lectors’ Club auction for April 19th 
lists some desirable material and the 
Sissons price list just published in 
"Stamps" makes interesting reading. 
Booklet pane varieties on the Phil- 
atelic Agency list have lately been 
disappearing like the German West- 
wall. 

And speaking of booklet varieties 
there’s still a “sleeper” on the Agen- 
cy list. It is the Five Cent postal 
Note stamp (1928) which comes in 
booklet form at a cost of $10.00. All 
other postal note stamps come in 
sheets. 

Oh well, Montreal is still not a 
bad place to spend a week-end. A. H. 
Vincent drew my attention to some 
school boys revelling in his excellent ' 
counter display but making their 
purchases low enough to evade the 
sales tax (local) and then going out 
the door and back in again to start 
all over. Must have been the spring 
fever which attracts embryo philat- 
elists as well as the older ones. And 
I’m no exception. 

With memberrship of the Canadian 
Philatelic Society reaching astonish- 
ing numbers, month by month, it be- 
hoves the in-coming executive to cast 
about for ideas that will keep up the 
interest of members who are far re- 
moved from the "Toronto-Hamilton 
area. Last year the story contest 
was a good example and this member 
would like to see this feature repeat- 
ed along different lines. 

Readers give me your pet tale of 
“Fifty Years Ago'—stampie but not 
necessarily out of a stamp magazine, 
If it’s a good one, ГІІ run it.

red in the Yukon without the discov- 
ery, arrest and conviction of the 
murderer. To this day, the Mounties 
in remote sections still discharge al- 
most all government functions, from 
the town bylaws, to being postmast- 
ers and customs officers. 

During the first years of the exist- 
ence of the Force, it had charge of 


the police work in what was then 
called the Northwest Territories, 
which region included all that lay 


north of the 49th parallel, and be- 
tween Manitoba on the east and Brit- 
ish Columbia on the west, Their work 
done there by 1905, they were given 
by the King the coveted title, “Royal” 
Northwest Mounted Police, which 
title they retained until 1920, when 
they incorporated the Dominion Pol- 
ice and were given the title “Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police’. The 
Mounties ever since have been known 
by this latter title. 


In 1928, they absorbed the Saskat- 
ehewan Provincial Police, and four 
years later they also incorporated the 
Provincial Police of Manitoba, Al- 
berta, New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island. There is now a Marine 
Section attached to the Force, and it 
patrols the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts. All the Federal laws are en- 
forced by the R.C.M.P., even where 
a provincial police force exists. In 
six of the nine provinces they enforce 
provincial as well as federal law, 
while in the Yukon and the far North- 
west Terrieories, they enforce all the 
law. 

During the Great War, the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police sent two 
squadrons of men overseas. One of 
these went to France and the other 
to Siberia. This resulted in the form- 
ation of the Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan Provincial Police, and the Dom- 
ion Police Force, (which, as we have 
seen, later were absorbed by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police), be- 
because the Mounties had to give up 
their rural police work when they 
sent the two squadrons overseas. 

To a great extent, the В.С.М.Р. is 
a young force with most of the re- 
cruits in their twenties. The term of 
enlistment is for five years, and re- 
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enlistment for а period not to exceed 
five years. Many, including English- 
men, join for only a term or two, and 
then set off in some other walk of 
life. If, however, the man wishes this 
to be his life work, there are chances 
for promotion, and a pension at the 
end of his service. Almost all the 
commissioned officers began in the 
ranks. 

There are R.C.M.P. detachments 
established very near the North Pole, 
including one on Bafiin Island. A few 
times, Canadian courts have been sent 
over long distances to the Arctic, and 
every Eskimo prisoner has as fair a 
trial as you or I would have in our 
own part of Canada. `

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Pre-Adhesive and Stampless Covers of B.N.A.

Editor’s Note:—The following article 
was written several months before the 
author's death, last INovem'ber, and it 
is possible that there are changes he 
would have desired to make, had he 
lived. However, we consider і; well 
worth publishing in its present form 
as the last contribution prepared for 
this journal by the writer. 


On New Year's Day in 1631 there 
died in Cambridge, England, an old 
character and celebrated carrier, 
Tobias Hobson, with whom the term 


“Hobson’s Choice” is associated. 
Milton, who was at Christ’s College, 
Cambridge, when Hobson died, wrote 
two separate poems or epitaphs “On 
The Unversity Carrier” for Hobson 
was licensed by the Unversity of 
Cambridge to carry letters, this  be- 
ing before the common carriers þe- 
came the chief carriers of letters 
and long before the General Letter 
Office was set up. 

A very honourable man was this 
Mr. Tobias Hobson, who was born 
at. .Buntingford in Hertfordshire 
probably in 1544 but the date is not 
certain. He was said to be 86 when 
he died on.Jannury 1st, 1631. Hob- 
son's letter carrying brought him 
profit. His horses were all good and 
kept well. It is the history of the 
Posts such as Hobson's which is in 
reality the history of transport. The 
word Post in the beginning was mot 
directly connected with the particular 
service we have come to associate 
with the word. It was the transport 
of human beings, not letters, it was 
organized for horses. for the King’s 
Carriers had to be found and. places 
where horses could Бе kept. 
Masters were originally Keeper's of 
inns and horses. Before Parliaments 
began to éxert a sway in England 
the King was the only person who 
needed a Carrier Post, others used 


the Carriers. The majority of the 


people were engajed on the cultivat- 
ion of the soil or in the ‘services of 
the Manors and they seldom moved 
far from home and letters were few 
and far between. 

In the year that. Tobias 
died, Henry Bishop, -as

Postmaster General, issued the  fol- 
lowing statement on August second, 
1661, *A Stamp is invented that is 
put upon every letter showing the 
day of the month that every letter 
comes to this office, so that no letter 
Carryer may have to detayne a  let- 
ter from Post to Post; which before 
was usual". The postmark was in 
the form of a small circle of 18 mm. 
with the month in the upper sem- 
circle and the day in the lower опе 
(small serif capitals being used). It 
is a “far cry” to the many interest- 
ing postmarks that have since been 
employed and a long, long time ре- 
fore any such markings made their 
appearance in British North America 
but to Henry Bishop, London's Post- 
master General falls the honor of 
introducing the first definite  post- 
mark. 

To William Dockwra, 
Penny Post in London, 15% April, 
1680, belongs the credit of having 
introduced the timed postmark. 

The markings to be found in B. N. 
А. covers were not orginal in their 
design for it must be remembered 
that the Post Office in British North. 
America did not come into being as 
an independent organization. It was 
but an extention into newly acquired 
territories of а system which had 
been in operation for nearly three- 
quarters of a century with well 
established modes of operation. | 

The first notice of a post office in 
North America appears in the records 
of the General Court of Mass- 
achusetts Bay for 1639. Canada had 
been in the hands of the British since 
1760. Benjamin Franklin relates that 
when the news reached America in 
1768 that peace had been concluded. 
between England and France he 
made preparations to visit Canada 
(the Post Office Services were in use 
in the then British America Colonies 
with Franklin as head). He had had 
a long and tseful connection with the 
Post Office for a quarter of a 
century before that time. Аў this 
period Franklin opened a post office: 
at Quebec with sub-offices at Three 
Rivers ànd Montreal, but nine year's: 


founder of 


* 
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before (1755) a post office had been 
established at Halifax {о facilitate 
{һе mail to and from the America 
Colonies and England. The rates of 
postage were collected under  auth- 
ority of an Act of the Imperial Parl- 
iament passed in 1765. This Act 
amended the Act of Queen  Anne's 
reign which was regarded as the 
Charter of the post office in British 
Americe. The rates as fixed by the 
Act of 1765 were for a single sheet 
of paper weighing less than an 
ounce, four-pence-half-penny cur- 
rency, if the distance of the letter 
carried did not exceed sity miles; if 
the distance were from sixty to опе 
hundred miles the charge was seven- 
pence; from one hundred miles to 
two hundred miles, nine pence, and 
for every hundred miles beyond two 
hundred miles two pence extra. In 
1843 it was enacted that a single 
letter thereafter was to be one which 
weighed less than half an ounce. This 
change went into operation on the 
5th January, 1844. Until 1851 the 
distance of a letter carried continued 
to be an element which entered into 
the cost of postage. 


In 1851 the several provinces took 
over the post offices within their 
territories, Canada on the 5th of 
April, N. S. and N. B. three months 
later and the rate of a half ounce 
letter was reduced to a straight rate 
of three pence. Such are the broad 
outlines of the details of the subject 
matter leading up to and affecting 
detail of our article and continued 
up to Confederation and after until 
Oct. 1, 1875, when the prepayment of 


letters by adhesive postage stamps 
became compulsory. 
More minute details of course 


exist but space will поў permint of 
the inclusion of such. What have, 
however, became known as a “stamp- 
less cover” is in actuality a misnom- 
er. If “Stampless Cover” as the term 
implies would represent a “cover” 
without a stamp thereon, апа such 
would be correct if the absence of 
an adhesive postage stamp were only 
implied, but many “stampless covers” 
whilst lacking an adhesive postage 
stamp actually bear postage stamps 
thereon either in manuscript, or a 
hand struck stamp either represent- 
ing the amount paid in postage for

the transmission of the letter in the 
same manner as a letter franked by 
an adhesive stamp implies, the differ- 
ence only is the matter in the form 
of the postage stamp. 


If the amount due for postage was 
paid in advance,:very rarely done in the 
early days, the manuscript or hand stamp- 
ed postage Stamps appeared in  red-— 
adhesive postage stamps were  non- 
existent in the Province prior to 1851— 
and these red stamps were undoubedly 
postage stamps signifying the amount of 
the postage paid just as the adhesive 
specimens indicate and these were also 
in use concurrently and legally after the 
introduction of the adhesive postage 
stamp in 1851. These are  pre-adhesive 
postage stamps. When the postage for the 


letter was not paid for in advance, but 
the postage payable therefore by the 
recipitent of the letter the markings 


thereon were in ‘black and therefore do 
not indicate the amount paid—they mere- 
ly indicate the amount of postage pay- 
able. 


These must not therefore Бе included 
as manuscript or hand struck postage 
stamps, they are without exception 


“Stampless Covers”. Smith in his History 
of the Post Office in В. N. A. says, page 
275, amongst the most important of the 
facilities introduced in 1851 were postage 
stamps—meaning of course the adhesive 
being three-pence, 
sixpence and опе shilling. ‘Curiously 
enough the obvious advantage of postage 
stamps did not strike the people at the 
time. This is in large measure accounted 
for iby the fact that the use of stamps 
involved a change in attitude on the 
question—who should pay the postage. 
The old theory was that the services 
rendered to an individual Бу the Post 
Office should not Бе paid for until the 
letter was actually delivered. There were 
always a certain proportion of letters the 
postage of which was paid at the time 
they were handed in at the post offices 
but the proportion was small”. 

From the foregoing it would seem the 
first essential ‘basis upon which to collect 
our “Stampless Covers” is to separate 
them into the reds and the blacks, that 
is the pre-adhesive апа" stampless sections 
(1) ‘Covers which show in [Маск the 
despatching and the amount of postage 
due. By по stretch of imagination can 
these be classed as postage stamps. They 


merely show the amount of postage due 
which the recipitent of the letter was 
called upon to pay. These “Covers” аге 


naturally of historical interest and form 
part of postal Canandina. (2) The paid, 
or where the marking of amount is in 
red, are entirely different. They indicate 
the amount of postage actually paid by 
the party sending the letter. No other 
form was in vogue to indicate the post- 
age had been paid until 1851 when the 
adhesive postage stamp was introduced 
and ever after such introduction and 
until Oct. 1875 the manuscript or hand 
Stamped postage stamp was in use con- 
currently with or in place of the adhes-

ive. Hither fbeing used, both were 
and either mode indicated all 
had been paid—the form of the 
stamp is all that is involved. 

Then again in our effort to locate a 
rarity we have been prone to state that 
because a cover was dated ‘before a par- 
ticular year such must be of greater 
rariety than one issued later. This is but 
partially true, for whereas in one  Prov- 
ince & post office was actually in operat- 
. jon, in another Province such did not 
come into being until a later date. Then 
again the use of any cover in any part- 
icular Province rested more or less on the 
numiber of people residing in such Prov- 
ince and liable to use the mail must be 
taken into consideration when endeavor- 
ing to estmate the relative rarity of any 
particular cover. 

It is of vital importance that consider- 
ation first be given in regard to the date 
each Province commenced its postal ser- 
vice and that there was a Province of 
Canada (later Upper and Lower Canada) 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Cape Breton 
and Prince Edward Island. When reference 
is made to Canada it did not in the early 
days apply to the various ‘Provinces en- 
umerated, for, in addation to the begin- 
ning of the post offices in Canada by 
Franklin—in the other Provinces—Cape 
Breton the frist post office service start- 
ed in 1801; in Prince Edward Island 1801, 
New Bruniswick 1788, in Nova Scotia 
(Halifax) 1755.

RAILWAYS ADDED TO POST- 
OFFICE CHANGES 


By Frank W. Campbell 


When railways became general the 
settlements nearby concentrated to- 
ward the closest station, making a 
new postoffice in most cases, and the 
older ones faded away, slowly. Quite 
generally more than one older office 
would be eliminated in favor of the 
more popular one on the steel-road. 
Such changes are quite important 
local history—and getting hand- 
stamps of the town names that came 
first is difficult in most cases. 

About 1820 in Ontario it was quite 
the custom to have a postoffice in 
each township, with the township 
name tacked onto it wherever it 
moved—and when a railway passed 
through, it often had a fast growing 
station-name that displaced many 
older small postoffices. In my home 
vicinity the railway station of Неп- 
derson in a few years absorbed all 
the business of Trudell, Tilbury East, 
‘Edgeworth, Romney—sort of killing 
four office names. Later Henderson 
was changed to Tilbury Center, still 


later the Centre was dropped. An- 
other problem arises here, (аз the 
Henderson or Tilbury postoffices are 
listed in two counties indiscriminate- 
ly) because the county line bisected 
the village, and the office moved 
from side to side of the county line. 
I still need the Romney town-inark 
to finish my collection of local of- 
fices. 


Above is a sample of the interest 
that old covers can tie up into local 
history. In Ontario, county line 
changes were common also, and 
places now in Algoma were once list- 
ed as in Simcoe or maybe Renfrew. 

Even the first railway engine was 
a problem. It arrived in Montreal in 
1886 from Europe, was kept covered 
by a cloth most of its time for some 
strange reason, and finally it would 
not move when fired up. Horses fin- 
ally moved it—to storage. A Yankee 
engineer in time worked it into act- 
ion by putting more wood and water 
into it—more steam. Then it gayly 
went to work. 

In 1850 only 55 miles of 
were in Ontario and Quebec. 

In old postoffice problems it is dif- 
ficult to decide if some certain office 
“changed” because often the nearby 
new office existed at same time as 
the displaced one—for example it is 
commonly thought Mersea was dis- 
placed by Leamingtoon, but covers 
with both town marks dated same 
day are known, they being three mil- 
es apart. Innumerable other cases of 
such could be cited, as Katesville- 
Strathroy, Gosfield - Kingsville, 
Howard-Morpeth, etc.

Truth may be stranger than fic- 
tion, but certainly the former is no 
hardier than the latter, witness a 
couple of paragraphs by Snoop in 
Р. 5. for January, 1945. 

In one paragraph he makes note of 
the stubborn persistence of the myth 
of the Іс Edward booklet pane. Of 
course this does not and never did 
exist, and the same must be said 
of the panes-of-six of the Зе brown 
of 1918 and of the 8с carmine of 
1928, likewise chronicled by Jarrett. 
In part, the survival of this phantom 
must be charged to Hamilton, who 
listed and described the le Edward 
in his “Canadian Stamps” published 
in 1939. 


In another, Snoop resurrects the 
2c Edward imperforate, of which ver- 
tical pairs were offered with separ- 
ation after the fashion of Type I of 
the ‘U. S. Automatic Vending Mach- 
ine Co. The story is that these were 
found in the stock of the old Nassau 
Stamp Co. of New York during its 
liquidation, but the further efforts to 
build up a creditable background for 
them, only serve to cast further 
doubt upon them, at the same time 
proving the ignorance of their pro- 
tagonists. 

For it is asserted that the U.S. 
Automatic Vending Machine Co. was 
located in Detroit, and made up these 
coils for the Windsor branch of a U. 
S. firm, which used the machine in 
its U.S. offices, and wished to extend 
the practice to its branch in Canada. 


There are only two things wrong’ 


with this yarn; the first is that the 
U. S. A. V. M. Co. was located in 
New York City; the second is that 
the machine was made only for post- 
office installation, and was not used 
by private business concerns. 

Snoop goes on to ask, rather 
naively, why no 1c coil. Well, Snoop, 
you tell me where imperforate . 1c 
Edwards might be obtained, wheth- 
er these 2c affairs are, or are not, 
the MeCoy? Sure, I know the 1c Ed- 
ward does exist imperforate, but it 
wasn't regularly so issued, and in 
that form it is entirely too valuable 
to fool around with. But there were 


100,000 of the 2c Edward regularly 
issued (besides the irregulars from 
Plates 1 and 2) and they're still 
common enough that it's worth the 
gamble of using a few to make some- 
thing new for the boys who are al- 
ways looking for something new.

An otherwise interesting апа in- 
formative article concerning the 
Half-Cent Leaf of 1897, by Dr. Al- 
fred Whitehead in Р. 5. for Febru- 
ary is marred by the use of nomen- 
clature taken from an unrelated field, 
which is only confusing and mislead- 
ing when applied to the study of 
stamps produced from steel plates. 
The good doctor is also interested in 
copper-plate etching and is a print 
collector, but as Гуе told him in the 
past, knowledge of copper-plate work 
is rather a drawback in the under- 
standing of steel-plate engraving. 
One can rightly discuss and exting- 
uish the “states” of an etching on 
copper, of which only a hundred or 
50 impressions can be taken, after 
which many of the lines are worn 
and must be strengthened, but im- 
pressions from steel plates run into 
thousands before any appreciable 
sign of wear is evident. 

Dr. Whitehead also refers to “the 
still unsolved riddle of the  '3-line' 
frames of the 2c ‘Numeral’ stamp”; 
really no longer an “unsolved riddle” 
if he will see Mr. Denton’s article 
presented before the Eighth Amer- 
ican Congress, to which I have refer- 
red him before.

Here's the prize howler! А con“ 
temporary of P. S. offers a monthly 
column devoted to “Canada for the 
Specialist.” In the January-February, 
1945, number, under the heading “Re- 
Entries”, we find this gem: “A great 
variety of re-entries have been listed 
as a result of careful research, which 
‘suggests that the printing processes 
of the period produced such unsatis- 
factory results that the sheets had to 
be inserted for a second and even a 
third printing. The results may be 
seen today where certain lines of the 
engraving show double and even 
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treble prints, because the plates did 
not print exactly on top of the first 
impression.” 

After that effort to win the booby 
prize, it’s almost anti-climactie to 
mention that this caterer to special- 
ists puts the caption “Cracked Dies” 
over his next paragraph, which con- 
cerns PLATE CRACKS !

The end of 1944 found most large 
Canadian Post Offices using the 
“PAY NO MORE THAN CEILING 
PRICES” slogan, with many of the 
older stock slogans still being used, 
especially in the smaller offices. 


Toronto had used “HELP THE 
MUSKOKA HOSPITAL FOR CON- 
SUMPTIVES” for the last decade 
but this year changed it to “HELP 
MUSKOKA FIGHT TUBERCULOS- 
IS" continuing this in use until 
January 31st. 

Vancouver was the only other Of- 
fice in Canada having a T.B. slogan 
at the end of last year, using “BUY 
CHRISTMAS SEALS” until Decem- 
ber 23rd. Kamloops—only other Of- 
fice using any form of ‘Christmas 
slogan, had “MAIL YOUR CHRIST- 
MAS PARCELS EARLY”. 


So far in 1945 the following New 
Post Office slogan cancels have been 
noted. When these slogans are in 
both French and English we have 
noted it by using (Bi) following 
Town name. We believe the “BLOOD 
DONORS” is the first Bilingual can- 
cellation used east of Quebec.
